effective date to the filing date October 16, 2001 of the present patent application (i.e., 
constructive reduction to practice) . 

Exhibit A (3 pages) includes an HP Invention Disclosure submitted by the inventor, 
William ("Bill") K. Meade, dated May 17, 2000 and received by the HP Legal Department on 
May 24, 2000. This invention disclosure was assigned HP Patent Disclosure No. 10004224-1 
and describes the subject matter of the present patent application. For example, the 
"Descriptive Title of Invention" describes a "REPLICATED APPLIANCE DATA 
MANAGEMENT". (Exhibit A, page 1). Furthermore, the "Description of the Invention" 
(Exhibit A, page 3) describes, in part, a "system that synchronizes data across internet, 
entertainment, and personal electronic devices. For Example, my local TV affiliates and 
radio stations could be merged into my palmpilot's entry for my home address. If I had my 
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palmpilot with me as I watch TV, my favorite shows could be reloaded. That is the palmpilot 
could control the TV I see much as TIVO matches user preferences to programs . . . " . The 
invention disclosure includes additional related description of the subject matter of the 
present patent application.

These 
drawings (including Figure 2) sent on July 2, 2001 to inventor William ("Bill") K. Meade 
include at least substantially the same subject matter as the drawings (including Figure 2) 
filed on October 16, 2001, and as described in association with the specification of the 
present patent application. Accordingly, these drawings further establish conception of the 
subject matter of the present patent application prior to the effective reference date of 
September 17, 2001 of Kobayashi U.S. Patent Publication 2002/0033760. 

Exhibit E (1 page) includes an email of July 24, 2001 from attorney Paul S. 
Grunzweig to legal assistant Jolene Neby of Dicke, Billig, & Czaja regarding the status of the 
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draft patent application, indicating the on-going review and revision of the draft patent 
application.
